Emilio Perez, 37, whose business is based at 246 
East Main Street, Pahokee, was booked into the 
Palm Beach County Jail and charged with grand 
theft, a first-degree felony punishable by up to 10 
years in prison and a $10,000 fine. 

In addition, the Department of Revenue is seek- 
ing'a total of $242,828 in back taxes, interest, 
penalties and investigative costs. 

Officials ‘with the State of Florida Department of 
Revenue say Perez pocketed $146,920 in gas taxes 
collected from'eustomers at a gas station at 601 
South Parrot Avin Okeechobee between Jan- 
чагу 1992 and November 1994. "The Revenue 
Department is seeking a ішің! of $363,977 in taxes, 
interest, penalties and investigative costs. 

An affidavit filed by the Revenue Department 
says that the Palm Beach County thefts occurred 
at two stations in Belle Glade, 572. East Canal 
Street, and 300 S.W. Avenue E and at a station at

110 U.S. 27 South, South Bay and at the station at 
251 East Main Street, Pahokee. 

Perez "knowingly, intentionally and willfully 
deprived this state of the use or benefit of the tax 
money collected," the Revenue Department's affi- 
davit stated, 

The stolen taxes included local-option füel taxes 
and the State Comprehensive Enhanced Trans- 
portation System Tax, or SCETS tax. The SCETS 
tax isa state tax levied on those counties that have 
local option taxes. 

"Motorists pay those taxes in good faith to build 
roads, répair bridges or provide other transporta- 
tion needs,” said Revenue Executive Director Larry 
Fuchs. "In addition, dishonest businesses that’ use 
tax money for their own benefit get an unfair’ 
advantage over their competitors.

Up until recently, Burpee's 
job had been director of the 
hurricane research division of 
the Office of Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Research. He 
spent his summers flying into 
hurricanes and his winters 
researching whathe found. 
Burpee said he applied for the 
nation's top hurricane fore- 
casting job because he saw it 
as a natural extension of his 
career. 

His interest in weather 
began at an early age when a 
hurricane threatened his home 
town of Reading, Mass. “I 
remember being in junior high 
school and being let out one 
day because a hurricane was 
coming,” Burpee said. "It never 
came and that made me aware 
that hurricane forecasting cer- 
tainly wasn't perfect.” 

He may have many opportu- 
nities to try to perfect hurri- 
cane forecasting this summer. 
Dr. William Gray of Colorado 
State University thinks-1995 
may be a very busy year for 
hurricanes. "The feeling is this 
year will be more active than 
recent years," Burpee said. 
Gray is predicting 12 tropical 
storms and eight hurricangs. 

If that forecast pans out it 
means Burpee will get quite a 
test as the hurricane center's 
new director. But, while he'll 
be tlie most visible member of 
the hurricane center, Burpee 
wants to share the media spot- 
light with other hurricane 
forecasters. "We'll do this a lit- 
tle more as a team," he said. 

Still, he'll be the leader of 
the team, the person we'll see 
most often on television, hear 
on radio and be quoted in the 
newspaper.

The cause is unknown in most

Population of wading birds has declined 


While the Florida Ever- 
glades has long been known for 
its beautiful landscapes and 
wildlife, University of Florida 
researchers are working to 
ensure that wading birds con- 
tinue to play a role in the nat- 
ural charm of the Everglades 
ecosystems. 

Peter Frederick, assistant 
professor of wildlife ecology 
and conservation at UF's Insti- 
tute of Food and Agricultural 
Sciences, said breeding popula- 
tions of wading birds have 
been declining dramatically in 
the last 40 years. With funding 
from the Florida Department 
of Environmental Protection 
and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Mr. Frederick has 
been іп South Florida 
researching the effects that 
contaminates, disease and 
water management may have 


! on wading bird populations. 


"We have seen wading bird 
populations decline by at least 
90 percent over the last 40 
years," he said. "Because.of a 
rich record of historical wadin 
bjrd responses to thaterd 
events-imthe Everglades;-we 
сап begin understanding the 
effects that something like 
mercury can have on these 
populations." 

For three months Мг. Fred- 
erick has: focused оп the accu- 
mulation оҒтпегсогу in wading 
birds and its possible role in 
their decline. Along with.co- 
principal investigator. Marilyn 
Spalding, assistant scientist in 


the department of pathobiolo- 


gy, Mr. Frederick is studying 
the most at-risk group for high 
mercury levels. 

As top level carnivores, 
Great Egrets are at high risk 
in terms of mercury intake. 


Wading birds are at the top of ` 


the Everglades food chain, and 
they accumulate mercury by 
eating fish that have the metal 
concentrated in their tissues. 

Wading birds eat a diet that 
consists almost entirely of fish, 
Ms. Spalding said, and this 
increases the concentrations 
and risks for mercury toxicosis 
in the birds. 

“We are conducting both field 


research and some experimen- ` 


tal dosing of the birds with

mercury,” Ms. Spalding said. 
"Most of the work done in the 
past concentrated on toxins 
and mortality level. We believe 
it is important to concentrate 
on sub-lethal effects And the 
birds’ health and survival.” 

Mr. Frederick, Ms. Spalding 
and two graduate students are 
examining the effects of mer- 
cury on Great Egret chicks, 
particularly on their appetite 
and survival. Mercury is 
thought to hinder the survival 
and growth of the birds and 
may contribute to the decline 


of the population. 
This summer they will moni- 
tor the chicks’ survival 


through radio transmitters riv- 
eted on aluminum bands and 
placed on a chick's leg while it 
is still in the nest. When the 
chicks begin to hunt food for 
themselves, the transmitters 
will record their activity. If the 
transmitter changes its signal, 
then a chick has not moved for 
more than 12 hours and is 
assumed dead. It will be locat- 


ed and its tissues analyzed for

"It is important that we соп- 
duct these studies out in the 
field so the birds are under 
natural stresses found in the 
wild,” Mr. Frederick said. 

The water turnover and food 
intake of egret chicks is being 
monitored by way of radioiso- 
topic tracers that are injected 
into each bird's leg. In addi- 
tion, Mr. Frederick is compar- 
ing the effects of mercury on 
the birds’ reproduction. 

"Wading birds have declined 
90 percent as breeding animals 
in the Everglades, and a large 
proportion of the birds out 
there are simply not breeding 
at all," Mr. Frederick said. 
"Mercury could play a big role 
in: altering the ability of birds 
to court and come into repro- 
ductive condition." 

For this research, Mr. Fred- 
erick has:collected feathers 
and blood samples from breed- 
ing and.non-breeding birds to 
be analyzed by the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protec- 
tion.
